Alleged ‘Front’ for Union. 

The union was accused of 
using strongarm tactics in its 
effort to organize Red Cab 
employes. Numerous street 
fights were reported and a 
parking lot of the Red Cab 
firm was dynamited. Prob- 


stein was accused of being a | 
“front” for the union in the | 


State Cab Co. 

He headed the firm for about 
one year. After experiencing 
heavy financial losses, investi- 


gators said, Probstein sold the | 


company to United Cab Co. 
He was last seen in Indianap- 


olis on June 5, 1955. He called | 
Joseph G. Wood, an attorney, | 


to his home near Meridian 
Hills Country. Club, investiga- 
tors said, and told Wood he 
was going “on a dangerous 
mission” to St. Louis. 

He asked Wood to look after 
his wife and family while he 
was gone. Wood said Prob- 
stein indicated he was having 
financial troubles. 


Phone Call to Wife. 

The next day, Probstein’s 
wife, Edith, received a long 
distance telephone call from 
her husband. She quoted him 
as saying: “Honey, I've finished 
my business here and I'm leav- 
ing for the East. I'll keep in 
touch with you.” 

When she did not hear from 
him for a week, she reported 
his disappearance to police.

(AP)\—The United States, Brit- 
ain and France completed to- 
day the drafting of a new mes- 
sage to Moscow. It is under- 
stood to reject Russia's de-

The draft, worked out by 
top State Department officials 
with the British and French 
ambassadors, has been referred 
to London and Paris for final 
approval. 

The western attitude to the 
proposal made by the Soviet 
government last Saturday ap- 
parently means _ pre-summit 
diplomatic talks will have to 
be held in a series of separate 
meetings between western am- 
bassadors and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko. 

This arrangement had been 
rejected by the western pow- 
ers last week but is now con- 
sidered preferable to accepting 
the idea of parity for East- 
West conferences. 

It was that principle which 
the Soviets were seeking to 


establish, officials here said, in 


insisting that Poland and 
Czechoslovakia should sit in

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SENATE PASSES 
BILL PROVIDING 
PAY BOOSTS FOR 
ARMED SERVICES 


It Is Designed to At- 
tract ‘Real Career 
Force’ — Increases 
Would Cost $577,- 
000,000 a Year. 


WASHINGTON, April 29 (UP) 
—The Senate today overwhelm- 
ingly passed a $577,000,000 
“incentive” military pay in- 
crease bill. 

It is designed to attract and 
retain a “real career force” in 
the armed services. 

The measure was approved | 
after less than three hours of | 
floor debate which produced | 
little in the way of contro- 
versy. The bill now goes back 
to the House which has passed 
a similar bill with a $683,- 
000,000 total. | 

Patterned on the recommen- | 
dations of the so-called Cor- | 
diner Committee, the measure 
is designed to keep skilled and 
experienced officers and enlist- 
ed men in the armed services 
and stop their exodus into 
higher paid jobs in private in- 
dustry. 

The Senate acted after Sen-

Mr. and Mrs. Fred A. Bull 
were bound and held prisoner 
for 15 minutes today in their 
St. Louis county home by 
three armed men. The men 
stole jewelry valued at $4000, 
$25 in cash and an automobile, 


which was found abandoned 
three miles away. 
Bull, who is president of 


William A. Houser, Inc., build- 
ing material firm, told the 
Post-Dispatch he and his wife 
were in the living room of 
their home, 2015 Highway 66; 
at 11:40 a.m., when the back- 
doorbell rang. 

“T went to the door and was 
confronted by a man armed 
with a pistol,” Bull told a re- 
porter. “The man said, ‘This 
is a stickup,’ and backed me 
into the living room. 

“Two other men with pis- 
tols followed us into the house. 
In the living room the leader 
asked, ‘You're Kaiman, aren't 
you?’” The refence apparent- 
ly was. to Clarence Kaiman, 
north St. Louis movie theater 
owner and a neighber of the 
Bulls 

“| told the robber I was not 
Mr. Kaiman,” Bull related. 
“He was hard to convince, re- 
marking, ‘We want the $27,000; 
I know you have it, so don't lie 
about it.’ 

“| protested I was not Kai- 
man, and the men then bound 
my hands and feet with ad- 
hesive tape and forced me to 
lie on the floor in the den. 


My wife was tied with tape, 


and was permitted to sit in a 
chair.” 

While one robber stood guard 
the other two searched the 
six-room ranch house for val- 
uables. From Mrs. Bull's dress- 
er the robbers stole a diamond 
ring valued at $1000, a dia- 
mond watch bracelet worth

ITH EXTRAORDINARY ABRUPTNESS and considerable 
brutality, the Kremlin has now reversed the policy of 
friendship toward Yugoslavia which was the first fruit of

timing. The pretext for the new Soviet excommunication of 
the Yugoslavs was the “draft program” of the Yugoslav Com- 


munist party.

Flood Wall for St. Louis 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


We are asking Congress to pro- 
vide funds needed to continue the 
work already begun on the St. 
Louis flood protection project be- 
cause the danger here is very real. 

A volume of water equal to the 
flow in 1844 is a definfte prob- 
ability in the Mississippi river at 
St. Louis. 


Under present river-bank con- 
ditions this volume would create 
a flood: stage of 52 feet. This is 
nearly 12 feet higher than the 
stage we experienced in 1951. 

It would put water eight feet 
deep at Broadway and Chouteau 
and 15 feet to 23 feet deep at 
many street intersections. 


It would seriously cripple rail- 
road operations by inundating 
more than 250 miles of track. 

It would hamper our public 
utilities and deprive much of the 
city of gas and electric services. 

Completion of the flood protec- 
tion project would remove the 
fear of complete ruin on the part 
of area residents. 

It would provide hundreds of 
acres of flood-free industrial 
tracts for new industries which in 
turn would make available thou- 
sands of new jobs. 

Why do we believe we are jus- 
tified in requesting this protec- 
tion now? 

Because St. Louis is the largest 
city in the Mississippi valley but 
has no flood protection while 
most others are protected. 

Because St. Louis is the only 
large city in the United States on 
a navigable stream that has no 
flood protection. 

Because St. Louis has com- 
mitted $7,500,000 of its bonding 
authority through the 1955 bond 
issue as our local contribution. 
‘And this action was based on the 
‘implied promise that the Federal 
Government would proceed with- 
out interruption to the completion 
of. project. 

@cause the project was ap- 
- proved after exhaustive examina- 
tion the Corps of Engineers, 
authorized by the United States 
Congress, and signed into Public 
Law 256 on Aug. 9, 1955, by Pres- 
ident Eisenhower. 

Because by accelerating com- 
pletion of current engineering 
work, the St. Louis District Engi- 
neer can ask for construction bids 
on Sept. 30 of this year and put 
men to work shortly thereafter. 

To prevent further decay and 
to promote progress, St. Louis 
must have this protection from 
the annual threat of catastrophe.

The Best First Step 


What is the most effective first step on 
the road to disarmament? 

President Eisenhower, in his latest letter 
to Premier Khrushchev, says it would be an 
aerial inspection program above the Arctic 
Circle, to guard against massive surprise at- 
tack. Our Government is pressing this pro- 
posal before the United Nations Security 
Council. It is a clever counter-move to the 
Russians’ complaint against SAC bomber 
alerts. If the Kremlin does not like the 
bomber flights which constitute the West's 
strategic deterrent in action, the Kremlin is 
invited to join in setting up a partial “open 
skies” plan that might make such flights un- 
necessary. | 

Though the reply is clever, it must be 
judged also by the practical possibilities of, 
putting aerial inspection into operation with- 
in the foreseeable future. It would be a 
pleasant surprise if the Soviets responded to 
the President’s proposal with a simple “yes.” 
Unfortunately this ground has been covered 
before. At the London arms talks last sum- 
mer the Russians proposed aerial inspection 
of Europe, the West countered with an Arctic 
inspection scheme much like the one now 
put forward, and Russia counter-countered 
with a preposterous plan for reconnaissance 
over Siberia and Western America. Then by 
common consent the question was shelved. 


In reopening the discussion at this stage, 
the West may gain a propaganda stand-off 
against the Soviet complaint against bomber 
alerts, but ultimately the question must be 
faced: What actually is the most effective 
first step toward disarmament? 

The President agrees that a first step is 
necessary. In proposing air inspection.to be 
set up apparently separate from other phases 
of disarmament, he is departing from his 
long-held insistence upon a “package.” 

But if the “package” idea has finally been 
abandoned, it is very difficult to escape the 
conclusion that the most effective first step 
would be a verifiable agreement to suspend 
nuclear tests. This—on the record at least— 
is something that could conceivably be agreed 
on. The Kremlin claims to ‘have halted tests 
for the present, it is committed to a test-ban 
agreement and has accepted the principle of 
inspection to enforce it. 

Though there is good reason to doubt the 
Soviets’ sincerity in their unilateral suspen- 
sion of testing—carefully delayed until they 
had completed a series of unusually “dirty” 
experiments—a forthright Western offer to 
start negotiations at once would be virtually 
unanswerable. 

As Albert Schweitzer’s new and moving 
appeal against further testing shows, such a 
Western offer would send a thrill of hope 
around the world. Let there be no illusions 
about Dr. Schweitzer. He is no crank. He 
speaks for mankind. His voice echoes like 
the thunder of judgment day in every corner 
of the earth. And it will echo the louder in 
coming weeks with every test-blast set off in 
the Pacific. 

These tests can be defended on grounds of 
national security. They can be defended in 
the absence of an agreement for verifiable 
suspension by all nuclear powers. But it will 
become increasingly difficult to defend them’ 
in the absence of genuine willingness to nego- 
tiate such an agreement. 

Changing the subject to aerial inspection 
plans is not enough. Evading the issue of 
principle by proposing “technical” talks on 
atomic disarmament is not enough. What the 
world Dr. Schweitzer speaks for wants to 
hear is that the nuclear powers are ready to 
negotiate a suspension of tests as the most 
effective single step toward disarmament. So 
long as the United States holds back from 
that position while going ahead with the new 
series of tests, we shall bear a heavy moral 
burden before the world. 


More Than a Junket 


Twenty-one guns boomed for Vice Presi- 
gen Nixon when he arrived in Montevideo. 

nd there will be more salutes and honor 
guards as he goes from Uruguay to Argen- 
tina, Paraguay, Bolivia, Peru, Ecuador, Colom- 
bia and Venezuela. Yet, gratifying as they 
must be, it is possible that the Vice President 
would prefer to be in Washington attracting 
the attention of our 1960 voters. 

The Vice President, however, may gain 
more from his current trip than such a good- 
will tour usually yields. Economic relations 
between the United States and its “good 
neighbors” are at a post-war low. Dollar-short 
Uruguay, for instance, is turning to the Soviet 
Union with the hope of bartering wool and 
meat for oil and cotton. Its sales to the United 
States dropped from $102,000,000 in 1951 to 
a mee $12,000,000 in 1957. Its ability to buy 
in this country declined proportionately. Iron 
Curtain trafle also looks good to several other 
Latin-American nations, especially Argenting. 
And sentiment often follows trade. 

A visit by the Vice President is not enough 
to change economic facts. Washington has 
been relying too much on tours and too little 
on trade in its hemisphere relations. So Mr. 
Nixon may return to Washington with impor- 
tant suggestions. His tour can be much more 
than a junket, convenient for those who are 
willing to have him away from Washington, 
if he makes it so. 


Judgment on Faubus 


The United States Court of Appeals here 
delivered the only possible judgment in the 
case of Arkansas Gov. Orval E. Faubus. ‘It is 
a judgment which surely must be affirmed 
if appealed to the Supreme Court. Gov. Fau- 
bus’s plan to appeal no doubt is animated by 
political reasons. But he can do no more than 
postpone the final verdict denying him the 
right to use state troops to prevent the carry- 
ing out of federal court orders in the Little 
Rock school integration case. 

Common sense and the legal precedents 
alike support the appellate court’s decision. 
Gov. Faubus, had he been a more responsible 
state official, would have respected the law 


in the first place, and any good lawyer could” 


the kind of action he took to interfere with 
Little Rock’s solution of the school segrega- 
tion issue. 

Now the court spells out what should have 
been obvious: A state government cannot use 
troops under the pretext of suppressing dis-

On their 
face, these are petty harassments not in har- 
mony with the Government’s obligation. 

While a new and energetic effort is being 
made in Washington to provide money to fin- 
ish the job, sufficient funds are available to 
get the work under way. The delay of more 
than a decade should not be disgracefully pro- 
longed—especially since the work will provide 
jobs at a time when jobs are badly needed. 
Enthusiastic meetings and ringing resolutions 
are wonderful, but the best of them cannot 
offer the thrill which will come with the 
turning of the first shovelful of earth. —

But Project Able rocket fell short, into the 
Atlantic Ocean, and the mouse that might 
have been famous didn’t quite make it. So 
the creature does not stand today as a proud 
demonstration of what one mouse can do—a 
source of inspiration for all young mice. In- 
stead it stands as a memorial for all, whether 
mice or men, who just missed seeing Garbo 
by half a block, or almost belled the cat. And 
how much more than all these legion could 
any mouse hope to stand for?

Mr. Havey is business agent of Bricklayers 
Union, Local No. 1.. That makes him boss of 
the St. Louis bricklayers. At the same time, 
Mrs. Havey is vice president of the Midwest 
Bricklayers Construction Co., recently estab- 
lished in a new headquarters at 2001 Big Bend 
boulevard. Thus the Haveys represent ‘both 
sides In a bricklaying contract. Mr. Havey 
provides the bricklayers and his wife’s com- 
pany hires them. 

That is only the beginning of the story. 
Mrs. Havey’s Midwest company is getting an 
increasing share of the brick construction 
business in the St. Louis area. And why is 
that? Because, as rival brick subcontractors 
declare, Mr. Havey’s union assigns its most 
efficient bricklayers to jobs handled by Mrs. 
Havey’s company. 

But the jobs go by bids and if one of Mrs. 
Havey’s competitor companies gets a brick 
job bid, isn’t that just that? Not quite. Then, 
so the competitors say, Mr. Havey’s union 
assigns its least efficient bricklayers tg the 
successful rival of Mrs. Havey’s company. 
This slows down brick work. In addition, the 
rival subcontractor runs the risk of manpower 
trouble and heavy financial losses. 

And so this husband-and-wife common in- 
terest in bricks and bricklayers looks like 
more than covering the Havey family’s finan- 
cial bet. It looks like more than labor's 
friendly interest in reasonable profits for 
business and management. It looks like some- 
thing that the law should look into.

But 
by trying to keep 100 per cent of 
our farmers producing, we are ac- 
quiring large surpluses, while many 
of our farmers make a substandard 
living, and the incomes of the re- 
mainder are less than they should 


It is clearly necessary to bring 
supply and demand into better bal- 
ance, and this will involve adjust- 
ments. But there is a right and 
wrong way to bring this about. The 
right way is to assist and expedite 
movement in an efficient direction. 
The wrong way is to provide relief 


which actually retards adjustment.

METROPOLITAN AREAS 


Since there is every reason to as- 
sume that urban or suburban living 
will characterize American life in 
the decades ahead, it is imperative 
that our metropolitan areas provide 
an environment favorable to eco- 
nomic growth and to the cultural 
and social enrichment of the lives of 
our citizens. 

The blight of slums is spreading 
through our metropolitan areas, and 
particularly in the centers of our 
cities, at a rate far in excess of our 
programs to remedy it. The prob- 
lem is intensified by the fact that 
many racial minorities are confined 
to blighted areas. This is a situation 
which militates both against the self- 
realization of the individual and the 
healthy growth of the community. 


It is the blending rather than the 
sealing off of minorities that has 
created our dynamism. Any move- 
ment which runs counter to that his- 
toric truth, runs counter to the 
promise of America. 


Urban transportation is approach- 
ing the chaotic. Basic community fa- 
cilities such as schools and parks are 
inadequate. The decline or leveling 
off of the tax base, which accom- 
panies urban blight, creates acute 
financial problems for city officials; 
at the same time costs for health 
service, welfare, and fire and police 
protection are rising. Arbitrary and 
outmoded political and administra- 
tive boundaries and unresponsive 
state government prevent decisive 
community action. Where the metro- 
politanm complexes extend across 
county or state lines, these problems 
are magnified. : 

The Federal Government has as- 
sumed important leadership; but far 
more needs to be done. There is a 


special need for ce-ordinating fed- 
eral programs, such as the housing 
and highway programs, which reach 
into urban centers and vitally affect 
their future. 

States can stimulate and encourage 
area-wide s es of metropolitan 
problems; they can enact legislation 
to facilitate solutions, on a regional 
basis, both intrastate and interstate, 
of such problems as transportation, 
water supply and waste disposal. 
They.can provide authority for cred- 
it operations which will certainly be 
needed, for the tax base of localities 
frequently does not and cannot sup- 
ply the “social” capital needed. 

But it is also clear that the ini- 
tiative for coping with urban growth, 
including urban blight, rests with 
the localities themselves, and with 
individuals, official and private, who 
care about urban living and wish to 
preserve and enhance it. 

To provide incentive to private 
capital, a number of policies involv- 
ing every level of government are 
essential: 

1. Increased governmental assist- 
ance to assemble land for redevel- 
opment at a price or rental which 
makes private investment in new 
structures feasible.

French Can’t Beat 
‘Blue Zone’ Law 


PARIS, April 29. 
THERE IS A LOT OF TALK in Paris these days about 
the “Blue Zone.” It sounds like the name of a French 
“perfume (Zone Bleue), but it is really a restricted parking 
area in the center of the city, stretching from the Are de 
Triomphe to the Bourse. 
And, as with all such op- 
erations, it’s growing all 
the time and may con- 
sume half of Paris be- 

fore the year is out. 
In the “Blue Zone” a 
man who parks his car 


a little revolving disk on 
his windshield, indicating 
the time of his arrival. 
The disk is made so that 
it will automatically show 
when he must move his 
car in order to avoid an 
overtime parking ticket. 
The disks can be @b- 
tained at police stations 
and service stations and 
can easily be stolen off 
other cars. There is no 
excuse for not having 
one. 

We emphasize this latter point because in all the his- 
tory of the French Republics, dating back to 1870, disk- 
controlled parking is the only restriction on French liberty 
which has proved unbeatable by Frenchmen themselves. 
It is the only law which is enforced to the letter of.

This is how it operates: A car owner has a 
maximum of one and a half hours’ time 
in a given spot on a street. He sets his dial when 
he leaves, and must return, not only to chifnge the 
dial, but to move the car. If he doesn’t he gets a 
parking ticket which costs him 900 francs ($2.25). 


A small army of retired police officers is in charge 
of giving out the tickets. They wear civilian clothes and 
a brassard on their arm. These retired officers get 39,000 
franes a month (about $85), and in order to pay their 
salaries they have pledged to give out more than 39,000 

francs worth of tickets a month. 


: $0 FAR every man has met his quota. One man in 
our office has already paid for the salaries of three re- 
.tired policeman and one retired police chief. 

There is a saying in France: “The only person more 
vigilant than a French policeman is a retired French police- 
man.” i 

The retired “flics” are willing to argue over 30 sec- 
onds. One friend of ours had an argument over the time 
with one of the vigilantes and, since their watches were 
not in agreement, the retired policeman agreed to let our 
‘friend call the “Talking Clock,” the Post Office's own 

‘time service. It turned out the friend was wrong and he 
was immediately presented with his ticket, as well as the 
charge for the call. 

Another friend forgot to move his car one morning 
and some good Samaritan stuck his hand into the window 
and changed his disk for him, thinking it would save our 

-friend from getting a ticket. Instead he got two tickets, 
“one for overtime parking and one for cheating. (If a re- 
“tired policeman can catch four people cheating on the 
‘same day, he is automatically moved to the Champs- 
Elysees, the Rose Bow! of French parking.) 


The problems involved in disk parking have 
played havoc with the economic life of companies 
located in the “Blue Zone.” There is no such thing 
as a coffee break in Paris. There are only parking 
breaks. An American producer was scoring a film 
for a television picture the other day, with a 57- 
piece orchestra. In the middle of the piece, which 
they had rehearsed all day, they all stepped play- 
ing, put on their coats and went downstairs te 
move their cars.

Motion picture theaters are also having difficulties. 
A picture such as “The Ten Commandments” runs so long 
that people who come in at the beginning are obligated 
to move their cars after the Third, Sixth and Ninth Com- 
mandments. 


“PEYTON PLACE,” “The Bridge on the River Kwai,” 
and “A Farewell to Arms” are presenting similar diffi- 
culties. Although the theater owners have protested over 
the length of these films (it’s hard to tell the difference 
between people who have gone out te change their park- 
ing places and new customers), the major film companies 
have pleaded innocent on the ground the pictures were 
made before the “Blue Zone” law went into effect. 


Sidewalk cafes also expect te feel the pinch. 
It takes about an hour and a half te get a waiter 
to serve you at a sidewalk cafe, but now just when 
the consommations arrive, the custemers have te 
leave to move their. cars.

Look- 
ing closes, he saw that the 
man was terribly dark.

The shipowner shook his 
head and replied that he knew 
nothing of tests in that area, 
but his regular skipper, Capt. 
Shimizu, said: “Yes, I read it 
in the papers.” This convinced 
the crewmen that their specu- 
lation was correct about the 
bomb. Fishing Master Misaki 
told his boss about the illness 
of the crew and pointed out 
that Sanjiro Masuda seemed 
to be in the worst shape. 
Nishikawa was. very much dis- 
turbed by the bad news. It 
quite overshadowed his wor- 
ries about the lost lines and 
the poor catch. 


The boat owner ard Misaki 
talked things over and it was 
agreed that they would con- 
tact the Yaizu hospital. Misaki 
placed the phone call and a 
woman answered. Upon learn- 
ing that the men wished to see 
the doctors, she replied: “‘To- 
day is Sunday. We refuse 
everybody except emergency 
cases.” Misaki begged the 
woman to let him speak to the 
doctor in charge. She gave 
him the name of Dr. T. Ooi, 
but said that he was at home. 
The Fishing Master decided to 
see the doctor at his residence 
and set out through town. 
Misaki ran into Dr. Ool near 
his home’ and tried to. per- 
suade the surgeon to examine 
the crewmen at once. Dr. Ooi 
told him to have the men 
come to the hospital in a few 
hours and he would see what 
could be done. Misaki went 
back to the ship and told the 
crew to report to the hospital 
at 1 p.m. 

Meanwhile, Radioman Ku- 
boyama had left the ship car- 
ryving with him some of his 
equipment he wanted to re- 
model. He went directly to the 
Kyoei Wireless Co., lugging 
the heavy equipment on his 


shoulder. The seaman went 
to the home-shop of Mr. 
Ootsuka. The latter was in 


bed, it being only shortly after 
six in the morning, reading 
the Sunday newspaper. Ku- 
boyama was an intimate friend 
so he had no qualms about 
barging in at such an hour. 
Without ceremony, Kubovama 
said in an even voice, “Oot- 
suka-san, look at me. I am 
done for.” His friend glanced 
up from his position on the 
floor and mumured: “You look 
like a Negro.” 


“Yes. but I am better off 
than the young crewmen.” 
replied the radioman. “With 
some of them, their hair 
falls out when you touch it. 


I came here like this” 
(motioning to the towel 
which he had held around 


his face) “because I am 
afraid to have people look 
at me.” 


Kuboyama then told what 
had happened on the day of 
the accident. Kuboyama left 
after giving instructions about 
the radio remodeling job, He 
went directly to his home. 
Feeling shy about his appear- 
ance, the radioman took a 
back road to avoid meeting 
anyone. Instead of going in 


the front door, Kuboyama 
went around, the house to the 
back door. Normally he would 


burst in and wake the chil- 
dren, no matter what hour. 
This Sunday morning he was 
silent. 

“Father’s home!” shrieked 
one of his three daughters, 
running to meet him. “Wel- 
comes home.” his wife called 
out and added, “You must be 
very tired.” 

Kuboyama reached out to 
embrace his oldest daughter, 
Mivako, who said in a loud 
voice: “Daddy looks like a 
Negro. Look at his face. How 
black he is!” Kuboyama 
plaved with his children for a 


while and then sent Mivako, 


Yasuko and Sayoko outside to 
play. He turned to his wife. 
“I don’t know exactly what 
happened, but on our way 
home we encountered some- 
thing —a Gen-baku ‘atom 
bomb), I think.” His wife 
looked alarmed and he con- 
tinued trying to quiet her 
fears: “We saw the blast of an 


that since his house 
was on the way, he would 
stop off and see his family 
In the reception room of 
the hospital the crew stood 
around, rather ill at ease, 
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can do, without assistance. 
Why don’t they all come back 
tomorrow and get treated by 
the medical practitioner?” Dr. 
Ooi felt that routine physical 
check-ups were not in his 
bailiwick; he was a surgeon 
and. did not handle such ex- 
aminations. 

“No,” insisted Misaki. “We 
have crewmen who must be 
looked at from a surgical view- 
point. We are from the Lucky 
Dragon, which has just re- 
turned to Yaizu this morning.” 

Dr. Ooi looked the fisher- 
men over and thought that 
they seemed in good spirits, 
although their faces were 
burned quite dark. Glancing at 
Sanjiro Masuda, the surgeon 
noticed that he seemed the 
most serious case, judging by 
outward appearances. His face, 
ears and lips were heavily 
burned and there were three 
or four pea-sized blisters on 
his left hand. Some of the 
crew, about three or four, 
complained that their hair was 
falling out. 


“What's this all about?” 
Dr. Ooi inquired. “What's 
the matter with all of you?” 
Their dark skin was due to 
something other than sun- 
burn and the doctor asked 
for an explanation. At first, 
the men were reluctant to 
say much, until finally a 
crewman spoke out: “To 
tell you the truth, doctor, 
we have encountered what 
we suppose was an atom 
bomb explosion. We were 
fishing near the Bikini Atoll 
before dawn on the first of 
March. The distance be- 
tween our boat and Bikini 
was about the same as the 
distance from /Yaizu to 
Nagoya. We heard a huge 
sound and two hours or so 
later something that seemed 
like ash fell on our boat. 
After that we all began to 
feel sick.” 


Dr. Ooi concluded that they 
must be all right, for if they 
had been dangerously exposed 
they would have died quicklv. 
However, he questioned Mi- 
saki further on what had hap- 
pened March 1. 

Five of the patients who had 
bad skin burns were treated 
with a palliative ointment, a 
white paste which contrasted 
strongly with the brownish- 
black of their faces. Dr. Ooi 
asked them questions about 
the ash and whether they had 
bathed themselves on board 
ship. Their affirmative replies 
were a little indignant. 

“What about the fish we 
caught?” asked one crewnflan. 
“What shall we do with 
them?” They told him that the 
fish were carefully wrapped 
in vinyl sheets and stored in 
the hold. The doctor assured 
them that the fish were theirs 
and it would not be necessary 
to check up on them. He had 
no Geiger counter at the hos- 
pital, and since he could not 
diagnose radiation illness 
with confidence the doctor 
was not unduly alarmed over 
the condition of the men. 
“Come again tomorrow and 
let's have an _  exantination 
with all the doctors here,” the 
surgeon suggested and sent 
the men on their way. 

After the seamen had left 
and the doctor had attended to 
some other chores he made 
notes on their cases. All the 
men, he noted, seemed in 
fairly good health considering 
the experience which they said 
they had suffered. Only one 
or two complained of severe 
pain, but half of them had 
definite alopecia (loss of hair) 
and small bullae (blisters) on 
the backs of their hands. A 
slight conjunctivitis (eye in- 
flammation) was observed in 
many cases and all the crew- 
men exhibited some pigmenta- 
tion of the face, neck and 
ear lobes. Half of the fisher- 
men showed a horizogtal line 
of pigmentation around the 
abdomen and most of them 
admitted to being tired and 
troubled by headaches. Four 
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or five of the men seemed 
definitely out of condition—a 
point the doctors could check 
up on tomorrow. 

The sailors were relieved to 
learn that the doctor felt they 
were not in serious trouble. 
Misaki, however, brooded over 
the condition of the crew and 
talked again with his boss, 
Nishikawa. They decided that 
they would consult again with 
the doctor and went to see 
him that same afternoon. 
Misaki told the doctor he 
would like to send one of two 
of the heavily burned crew- 
men—Sanjiro Masuda and 
Engineer Yamamoto— to 
Tokyo for expert consultation. 


MONDAY, MARCH 15 be- 
gan at 2 a.m. for the crew of 
the Lucky Dragon. Fish had 
to be unloaded so that they 
could be auctioned off later 
that morning. The seamen who 
had slept aboard ship turned 
out to open the hatches and 
carry the trays of iced fish 
from their shelves in the 
hold. Floodlights cut into the 
inky darkness as other crew- 
men straggled back to the 
pier, some holding their heads 
and bragging about the parties 
they had had while others 
turned to their work with 
sleepy eyes and heavy arms. 
There were 2300 kan of fish 
to be unloaded—about nine 
tons in all—and many had to 
be on the dock by dawn. The 
big-eyed tuna were carefully 
unwrapped from their green 
vinyl] covers and laid in rows 
on the concrete pier, their 
bluish-black sides contrasting 
with their silvery white bel- 
lies. By dawn much of the 
catch had been unloaded, and 
the men took time out for hot 
tea 

The fish auction at Yaizu 
started early in the morning 
and proceeded at whirlwind 
speed. The fish were carefully 
graded by experts, who noted 
their condition with a critical 
eye. Then small groups of 
buyers gathered before each 
lot of fish as the auctioneer 
reeled off his chant, much like 
a tobacco seller's lingo, but 
even more incomprehensible. 


Buyers would sometimes bid | 
on a single fish although it | 


was usual to sell large lots. 
Then a small square of thin 
paper with the buyer's mark 


on it was slapped on the side | 


of the fish and the group 
would move on to the next lot. 
The fish from the Lucky Dra- 
gon sold that morning were 
iced and shipped by train and 
truck to points north and west 
of Yaizu. Some tuna went to 
the great industrial centers of 
Osaka and Nagoya, others

Do your dec- 
orations float to the top as mine do? Here’s the chef's 
trick: Make your aspic or mousse, cool to room tempera- 
ture. Rinse mold with ice water, fill with aspic. When it 
begins to jell (one to two minutes) pour gelatine mix out 
of mold leaving only a thin layer. “Set” this in refriger- 
ator, then put it in bowl of crushed ice while you place 
decorations on the thin layer, secure with a little liquid 
aspic, and then refill. Simple, isn't it? Bet you mine still 
floats to the top. 

Also on the model buffet were Eggs Japanese (hard 
boiled eggs coated with a mayonnaise-gelatin-chicken 
broth-curry mix, ripe olive decorated), Tomato Aspic (with 
extra aspic squeezed through pastry tube for decoration), 
Salmon decorated with mayonnaise-gelatin-broth mix and 
a tomato flower, vegetable timbales decorated with egg 
stars and carrot flowers, easy to make.
